GUEST EDITORIAL 
By H. Alan Harp, WASSVH (+) 

1 am tired of seeing articles published in amateur radio 
publications raining sour grapes on the Citizen Band Radio Service. 

We should make it clear that we only condemn the misuse of this 
service. Amateurs who harass people on the citizen bands by 
Jamming or other means are just as guilty as those violating the 
rules within the Citizens Radio Servie. It chagrins me to learn that 
‘amateur radio operators have stooped to such acts. 

‘Such attitudes and actions do nothing toward solving the 
problem, I feel that we should take a progressive look at the 
situation and see what can be done to provide a really good citizens 
radio service for the public. 

‘The idea behind providing the general public with a citizens radio 
service was at the outset a very good one. Serious mistakes were 
made as it was put into service which slowed it to get ou of hand 
‘and caused the band to become generally useless, It is difficult to 
put the blame entirely on those who took advantage of the situation, 
‘The blame must be shared by the authorities who set up the citizens 
band rales in the first place. 

‘Now amateurs in general have a hatred for CBers because of 
their malicious behavior using the citizens band, They are jealous 
f their ability to perform public services previously performed 
only by amateurs. 

In spite ofall of this, the public is in need of a good citizen band 
service and at present does not have one. It is not prudent for 
smateur radio operators o opposeatiempts to provide oe 

‘We should instead come forth with some constructive suggestions 
on how to set it up and enforce it With this in mind, I make the 
following suggestions, 

‘The band should be moved toVHF-FM. If it has to be in the 
‘amateur spectrum the 11 meter band should be returned tous. 

Since its to be a base-mobile service, certain channels would be 
provided to allow the motorist to contact local police and other 
agencies, that would provide information about roads, motel 
vacancies, ete, If a way of billing could be worked out, the 
telephone company could have stations to provide patch services. 

All vehicles would be allowed to use these channels for business. 
only. The fact that law enforcement stations would be on channel 
‘would deter monkey business. Local law enforcement agencies 
should be given limited authority to police their channels. All 
private base to mobile, base to base, and mobile to mobile com- 
‘munications must be ot preassigned channels. Any station would 
be able to check another stations authority tobe on his assigned 

‘Type approval should be given to sets only with a limited number 
of channels. (A small portion ofthe total number. ) Possession non- 
type approved transmitting equipment should be subject to con- 
fiscation and returned only after the owner has shown just cause in 
court for its possession. 

‘Severe penalties should be set up for making transmissions 
without proper identification or failing to give proper identification 
‘upon request. Penalties for minor rule violations should be small. 
In most cases, a simple warning. 

‘These are just a few ideas. There are certainly many more sound 
‘ones to be considered. The point I am making is that I feel that the 
‘general attitude of amateur radio operators toward Citizen Band 
has been wrong and that we should think again.

How many times have you wished for a GDO? (Grid Dip 
Oscillator) [have many times until I realized had one sitting right 
infront of me. Any good fairly accurate receiver will dothe trick. 1 
was trying to design a 40 meter antenna trap to be used on my 80 
meter Vee. I used my receiver to resonant my 40 meter trap by 
removing the SWR bridge from the antenna feed line, I had a place 
toinsert the trap in the feed line. I soldered a S0-239 coax connected 
toeach end of the trap (they are removed later) and connected the 
‘coax. By setting the received to the desired frequency, I could null 
the receiver by changing the capacitance or inductance, When the 
receiver is nulled, the trapis resonant to the chasen frequency. It is 
that simple. After selting my traps, I took them to a friend's house 
and checked them on his good GDO and believe it ar not, they were 
right on frequency.

The Fiscal Year 1970 FCC 
‘Report includes a comment that 
2491 violation notices were 
issued against hams. as 
compared to 2,464 in Fiscal 
‘Year 1969. I wonder how many 
are ex-CB people? One percent 
of the American ham population 
isnot bad —but, it should not be 
that high! Many notices were 
due to lower-class licensees 
‘operating in band segments 
reserved. for _higher-class 
licensees, The Citizens. Radio 
Service had 1.409 notices in 1970, 
‘as compared to 2,400 in 1969; it 
seems to me that the FCC is 
making less efforts than ever to 
control its i1-meter monster! 

‘The Fiscal Year 1970 FCC 
Report shows that 44 men have 
served as FCC Commissioners 
Since 1934; there have been 25 
Democrats, 17 Republicans, 
and 2 Independents. Fifteen 
have served as Chairman and 
seven of their died in office.

their state is split into two 
ARRL sections. 

Probably the mast ridiculous 
split is Massactusetts. When 
ham radio was young it was 2 
great achievement to transmit 
from one end of Massachusetts 
tothe other; sowe have Eastern 
Mass. and Western Mass. 
Gokingly referred to in the 
contests as “high mass and low 
mass"), Why not combine the 
two? You can drive frou one 
end of that state to the other, if 
‘you want to take the time. Still 
another is Florida, split into 
East Florida and West Flocids 
Then, if you want to combine 
same of the very small states, 
why not join Rhode Island and 
Connecticut? And Main 
Vermont and New Hampshir 
And why fot reduce the number 
‘of sections in California fram 9 
10.3?

Tt all worked out well, with 
‘everyone taken off the boat, but 
sur {roubles started little after 
1630 March 10, 1972. When 
trying to enter Calabash Bay, 
Long Island, Bahamas a large 
‘wave washed us up onto a coral 
reef on the north side of the 
channel entrance. I was up in 
the bow furling the storm jib 
‘and about to get the anchor 
ready to go over when we hit, 
After some time fruitlessly 
trying to get the boat free, 1 
decided to go on2162 ke to see if 
‘we could get s boat to come out 
and remove the crew. We were 
‘ut of range and could not reach 
‘Miami Coast Guard or Nassau, 
About 2100 I decided to string 3 
dipole in the rigging and go on 
20 meters, | had immediate 
response from W8BXO and 
WIEEG who had WB4KKB and 
W4FRA in Miami on the’ net. 
‘They patched the Miami C.G 
in 

Shortly after, the Coast Guard 
hada plane which dropped a life 
raftand bilge pump for us, and 
3 belicopler on the way. Also 
they contacted Long island 
Bahamas and a twin screw 
eruiser came out from Stella 
Moris Marina about 6 miles 
south of us. 

With the Coast Guard plane 
circling overhead: about 0130, 
Saturday, March 11th, a wave 
‘washed us off the end of the reef 
into 4 fathoms of water just 
before the motor boat arrived. 
We anchored our boat allowing 
the motor boat to come along 
side and transfer all hands to 
the rescue baat 

After conferring with the 
captain, 1 had planned to go 
back aboard and tow the 


“Avior” into the bay to shallow 
water. The boats had been 
separated to keep from 
smashing the gunwales to 
pieces when both motors on the 
Fescue boat stopped running 
and we could not get them 
started again. We had toanchor 
the motor boat, now about 0300 
and subsequently got towed 
back to port after daylight. In 
the heavy seas the anchor rope 
‘on the Avior chated through and 
the last we saw of ber, she was 
dfrifting south west in a 49 to 50 
knot northeast wind with all 
lights still blazing and taking on 
‘water due to the pounding of the 
reef for 6 107 hours, 

‘A prolonged air search by two 
light planes later that morning 
and the next day found no trace 
of her. She sank in deep water 
before getting to the banks of 
reefs 19 to.15 miles southwest of 
‘where she was last seen, 

‘Again congratulations should 
be given to the MARCO net and 
\WBSTHU-4 for the great job they 
did and to the Coast Guard for 
the excellent way their boys 
responded!
